Examiner's amendment

In the claims: 

Claim 1 , line 19, delete "extend over a same" insert -each of the interconnection 
layers extending over only one-. 

Claim 12, line 26, delete "a bit line" insert -the bit line-. 

Claim 15, lines 12-13, delete "extend over a same" insert -, each of the 
interconnection layers extending over only one-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 3 and 1 5-21 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art references issues to Chinu and Hayashi are not qualified as 
prior art references because the certified English translation of the JP 1 0-167857 priority 
document has been filed on January 21 , 2004.

The prior of record fails to disclose the combination of a ferroelectric memory 
device structure recited in the base claims, including the width of a bit line formed above 
respective top electrode is smaller than the distance between the respective top 
electrode and an adjacent top electrode.
